WINNIPEG, Nov. &—Uncertainty 
about taxation was an impediment 
to mining development, declared 
Hon. T. A. Crerar, federal minister 
of mines and immigration, in an 
address to the Manitoba Associated 
Boards of Trade here Thursday.

Dominion 
guarantee of the proposed bonds is the essential 
feature of the scheme. 

If the Dominion is to thus agree to under- 
write the debts of Alberta and its cities, the 
province and the cities will have to accept a 
measure of Dominion control over their future 
financing operations. That goes without saying, 
and it goes for all the provinces and cities 
seeking federal backing for their existing debts. 
Provincial and municipal authorities cannot 
expect that they would be left free to go ahead 
and borrow as they please in future if the 
national treasury is to assume responsibility for 
their present obligations. 

“Since some such reconstruction of provincial 
and civic debt structures is apparently necessary 
to avert insolvency, elsewhere as well as in 
Alberta, it is well that the proposal is to be 
brought up for discussion at the coming con- 
ference. We may as well find out now as later 
what the other provinces and the Dominion 
Government think of this plan for bringing 
about the general downward revision of bond- 
interest rates, which in one way or another 
will have to be made. 


Toronto's planning commissioner says 
deaths and injuries caused by motor accidents 
resulted last year in economic loss to that city 
amounting to $8,500,000. If he is correct in his 
caleulatfon, the Icss for all Canada must run to 
more than $100,000,000. It costs money to kill 
and maim people on the highways, as it does on 
the battlefield. In twenty years at this rate the 
economic loss would be more than the country 
spent fighting in the world war.

The King government hasn't let the moss 
grow under its feet. Before ever my lord of 
Tweedsmuir could arrive it had ordered in- 
vestigation of the public works contracts that 
the Bennett government had put through in 
mad haste before vacating office. Now it raises 
a loan of $75,000,000 at prices 
ranging from 2.15 to 3.08 per 
cent to retire a loan of similar 
magnitude made in 1920 at 
6.82 per cent.

When control is taken by 


Parliament of the Bank of 
Canada, it will be possible he

J. 8. Cowper and to retire previous bond 
issues at a rate much less than three peg cent. 

And we must not forget the removal of Sir 
John A. Macdonald's portrait from the Pre- 
mier's room. The Conservative press has been 
publishing a photograph of the ceremony, and 
commenting upon the party spirit that causes 
the Liberal premier to remove the portrait of 
the famous Conservative chief. They omit to 
point out that Mr. Bennett was the trans- 
gressor. He ordered Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s por- 
trait removed and one of Sir John A. Macdonald 
substituted. Mr. King is merely restoring the 
status quo ante bellum. 

If Sir John and Sir Wilfrid perchance can 
look down on the scene of their former activi- 
ties; they will smile tolerantly at the picture 
movers and the folk who try to make political 
ammunition out of it.

While excited Italian students break tea- 
cups and tear down the shutters in English 
tea-rooms at Rome, by way of expressing anger 
at Britain for supporting the League of Nations 
and showing sympathy for ravaged Ethiopia, 
calm Guglielmo Marconi, Italy's “wizard of the 
wireless” disavows that he has special “rays” 
up his sleeve for stopping airplanes and motors, 

The international situation must be trying to 
a man like Marconi, holding allegiance to Italy 
and yet so much a man of the world that he 
can see things In a proper perspective 

Summoned recently to Italy, the news agen- 
cies hurried to announce that Marconi had in- 
vented a new death ray that would paralyze 
hostile aircraft. Said Marconi in a ‘broadcasted 
denial: 

“If you are eager to hear from me some- 
thing about an alleged new invention with 
which I could stop motor motor engines at a 
great distance and do worse tricks than 
that, then let me assure you by saying at 
once that you may fly to your hearts’ con- 
tent. 

“There will be no stopping you; for the 
present at any rate.” 

Marconi’s plight recalls the situation of Fritz 
Kreisler, summoned from an American concert 
tour to take his place as an Austrian officer in 
the Great War, or of Schumann-Heinck with 
sons opposing each other on rival sides. Kreisler, 
wounded in an early engagement, was paroled 
for the remainder of the war and spent his time 
serving the Red Cross in the most practice] as 
well as most artistic way. He toured the Allied 
countries giving concerts, handing over the pro- 
ceeds to the Red Cross. Schumann-Heinck, 
living in America, found a similar solution. 


The British Columbia government is taking 
steps to let any community have beer and wine

A “local option” law is to be introduced at 
the next session of the Icgislature to allow beer 
and wine to be sold with cafe meals—just as 
beer-by-the-glass is decided by local plebis- 
cites.

Daily Menus

Dr. McCoy's menus suggested for the week 
beginning Sunday, November 10, 1935: 

SUNDAY—Breakfast: French omelet; crisp 
bacon, waffle; stewed raisins. Lunch: Glass of 
grapefruit juice. Dinner: Roast chicken, aspar- 
agus; cooked string beans; lettuce salad; rasp- 
berry whip. 

MONDAY — Breakfast: 
Cornflakes (retoasted) with 
cream; stewed figs. Lunch: 
*Rice en casserole; spinach; 
salad of head lettuce. Dinner: 
Broiled rabbit; carrots and 
peas; avocada salad; Jello or 
Jell-Well. 

TUES DAY — Breakfast: 
Poached eggs; Melba toast; 
applesauce. Lunch: Baked 
squash; combination salad 
(tomatoes, celery, cucumbers). Dinner: Vege- 
table soup; roast beef; buttered beets; lettuce, 
celery and carrot salad. 

WEDNESDAY Breakfast: Wholewheat 
muffins; peanut butter; stewed prunes. Lunch: 
Eight-ounce glass of orange-milk. Dinner: 
Meat loaf; green peas (canned); Okra; chopped 
cucumbers in beef jelly; stewed apricots. 

THURSDAY — Breakfast: Coddled eggs; 
Melba toast; pear sauce. Lunch: Raw apples as 
desired; glass of milk. Dinner: Broiled lamb 
chops; steamed carrots; turnip cup salad; prune 
whip. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Cottage cheese; pine- 
apple. Lunch: Baked ground beets; cooked 
celery; salad of grated carrots. Dinner: Broiled 
White fish; steamed artichoke; stewed tomatoes; 
salad of lettuce, celery and cucumbers; jello or 
Jell-Well, no cream. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Baked eggs; crisp 
bacon; Melba toest; dish of berries. Lunch: 
Potato on the half shell; spinach; raw celery. 
Dinner: Celery soup; broiled steak; stewed 
celery; salad of sliced tomatoes; small serving 
of custard. 

*RICE EN CASSEROLE-—Soak a cupful of 
rice for an hour or more (preferably overnight). 
Wash thoroughly and boil in four or five cup. 
fuls of watetr for about twenty minutes. 
Throw into a collander and spray with cold 
water. This leaves each grain separated. Have 
ready one cupful of grated raw oyster plant, 
and one cup of finely diced celery, Mix these 
vegetables with the rice, seasoning with a little 
salt. Into another bowl measure a half cup of 
peanut butter and thin with sufficient hot water 
to form a custard-like consistency. Empty rice 
mixture into a casserole, and pour over the 
thinned peanut butter, moving the rice about 
with a fork to thoroughly mix. Bake in a hot 
oven for 15 to 20 minutes, crisping the top under 
the broiler flame just before removing from 
oven. Serve hot.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. Nina C. writes: “Will you 
please tell me what causes my boy of 6 to have 
such nightmares that he wakes up terrified? 
He also wets the bed. I am very nervous my- 
self, and having to wake up to quiet him when 
he is so frightened interferes with my sleep.” 

ANSWER—In a child such sleep disturb- 
ances as night terrors and enuresis may be pro- 
duced from physical causes, however, in this 
case it is quite likely that the chief causes are 
emotional ur mental. The child most troubled 
by sleep disturbances such as you describe is 
the nervous, sensitive child in whom the 
nervous tendency is intensified because of the 
training and suggestion the child receives from 
a nervous parent, There can be no question but 
that nighi terrors are most frequent in the child 
who is emotionally mal-adjusted, that is, the 
child is anxious and fearful because of some 
trouble in his daily life which he does not know 
how to overcome. Occasionally, night terrors 
come about because the child has been taught 
to fear the dark, which fear is unnatural and 
unnecessary. The best way to handle the situa- 
tion is for you to study some books on psychol- 
ogy as applied in child training so that you 
will better understand how to handle the child. 
You must also find the emotional and physical 
causes for your own nervous condition in order 
that your nerves will cease to bother you. If 
the problem of securing an adequate adjustment 
for both yourself and the boy is too difficult 
for you, I suggest that you consult a psychol- 
ogist or psychiatrist. You will be amazed at 
how much more satisfactory life will become 
and at how much more pleasure you will get 
from your child's companionship, as soon as the 
nervous factor is removed. In the meantime, 
make sure that the youngster follows a sensible 
diet as digestive discomfort is one of the phys- 
ical causes capable of inducing night terrors. 
Also be sure that the intestinal elimination is 
gocd. 

QUESTION: Mr. A. R. R. asks: “Does the 
use of mineral oil interfere with digestion or 
upset the stomach’ Is it best taken on an empty 
stomach? Is a glass of water taken just before 
the dose of mineral oil beneficial? 

ANSWER: The use of large quantities of 
minera] may sometimes interfere to some de- 
gree with the digestion of food but mineral oils 
are one of the least harmful ways of inducing 
intestinal elimination if you wish to avoid laxa- 
tives. While you are taking the minera] oil, 
you should try to discover the real cause of the 
constipation which will be found in the use of 
wrong food, lack of exercise, or prolapsus or 
kinking of the intestine. One of the best ways 
to take the mineral oi! is to ust it just before 
retiring at night. There is no advantage in 
taking a glass of water at the same time. In 
those instances where the oil seems to interfere 
with digestion, I find it a good plan to use the 
mineral oi! as a warm injection which is retain- 
ed overnight. In this way, its lubricating effect 
in the large intestine is secured and the upper 
part of the digestive tube is not coated with the 
oil.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1842 the old 
stone school at Guelph, founded 
by John Galt, of the Canada 
Company soon after he laid out 
the town on April 23, 1827, was 
handed over to the Guelph School 
Board. We of today sometimes 
talk about the speed with which 
we do things, but few projects 
nowadays proceed with as much 
facility as did the plans of John 
Galt. He cut the first tree on 
April 23, 1827, in virgin forest, 


yet by August 1 he was able to | 


write that he had opened a school 
in a shed and laid the founda- 
tion for an academy, the com- 
pany having agreed that half the 
price of lots sold should be de- 
voted to education. He was also 
about to build a church. The 
town had three taverns, “a regu- 
lar mail coach twice a week, a 
post office and they talk of get- 
ting up a newspaper and a book 
agent,’ all this within three 
months. 

The “academy” materialized as 
the Stene School, with one room, 
16x30, capable of providing for 40 
pupils. The fee was a shilling a

month, but if parents had no cash 
the equivalent was accepted in 
flour, pork, wood or other goods. 
The first teacher was David 
Thompson, who came from Perth- 
shire and brought with him the 
idea that the rod was part of a 
boy's education. The boy took 
the birching as a matter of course 
and when it was over it was over; 
there was no running home to 
mother to complain that “the 
teacher whipped me.” The only 
text books were a Bible, a spell- 
ing book and an arithmetic. 
Among the first pupils are names 
which are even today prominent 
among the families of the Royal 
City. The first Sunday Schools, 
Episcopalian, the Old Kirk and 
Roman Catholic, were all held in 
the Stone School unti! the 
churches were built in 1832-33. 

The building hes long since 
been destroyed, its site is now a 
lumberyard, and it should have 
a memorial to tell passers-by that 
there stood the Old Stone School 
which was the cradle of the in- 
telligence which followed Galt's 
foundation and built up a city 
of no mean standing.

A recent correspondent of 
yours makes quite a cry in re- 
gard to the long hours and low 
pay. In enswer to him may I 
say this: A horse will buck and 
balk if irked by too heavy a load. 
Why doesn’t the service station 
employee use a little of the same 
horse sense? 

Of course we all know the only 
way out of low wage difficulty 
is by unionism or Minimum Wage 
Board and as the latter course 
scems impossible, I believe a 
union of service station em- 
Ployees would be a good thing. 

I was employed by the Shell 
Co. of Canada under their system 
as on attendant in charge. [ 
worked from 7 a.m. until 12 noon, 
then I was off duty until next 
dey, when I worked from 12 noon 
until 11 pam. My hours totalled 
16 for two days and I was em- 
ployed seven days per week at 
these hours, and received $25 per 
week. My relief man worked 
the alternate shift with me for 
the same wage and the acsistant 
worked from 8 a.m. until 5 p.m. 
for seven days a week at $18 per 
week

I think this system very satis- 
factory to employer and em- 
ployee, and I believe that if I 
had the funds I would do the 
same thing here and see if it 
weren't possible to break a bylaw 
that seems very senseless. 

A mine worker was seriously 
injured down at Copper Clift 
mine, near Sudbury; an ambu- 
lance was sent out to bring him 
in. The ambulance ran out of 
gasoline five miles from town— 
the mine worker was taken to the 
morgue instead of hospital. He 
bled to death. Might not the 
same thing happen here? 

Also. may a brand new Ed- 
montonite express himself re- 
garding your city and the run- 
ning of it? 

The citizens should be very 
careful in the next election to 
employ the class of men that will 
work hand in hand, in unison 
with each other, for the benefit 
of Edmonton. The deplorable con- 
dition of this city may not be 
apparent to an old-timer, but as 
a newcomer I sure notice it. 
Your zoo is an eyesore and a 
disgrace to any city and your 
roadways are the same.
